Madam  Chair:,  an  and  G-entlenen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Report  for  the  year  ended  the  3*1  st 
December,  1961. 

During  the  year  2412  vessels  entered  the  harbour,  393 
(including  34  yachts)  from  foreign  ports  (170,284  net  regis¬ 
tered  tons)  and  1 8l  9  vessels  from  coastwise  ports  (838,588  net 
registered  tons)  -  a  considerable  increase  from  foreign  ports. 

During  this  period  496  vessels  from  foreign  ports  and  824 
coastwise  vessels  were  insjjected.  349  vessels  from  foreign 
and  34  from  coastwise  ports  were  revisited. 


The  standard  of  cleanliness  Tins  very  good  in  all  vessels. 
One  informal  notice  was  served  and  complied  Tilth.  Minor 
defects  being  dealt  with  by  verbal  cautions  and  remedied  during 
the  vessels’  stay  in  port. 


Infectiou  s__  disease . 

Ho  cases  reported.  All  vessels  from  infected  areas 
boarded  on  arrival  and  revisited  daily. 

Rodent  Control . 

All  vessels  from  foreign  ports  were  inspected  during  and 
on  completion  of  discharge •  Evidence  of  rats  and  an  infesta¬ 
tion  of  large  cockroaches  was  found  in  the  hold  of  a  vessel 
from  South  America.  The  vessel  proceeded  to  Germany  for  dry 
docking  and  disinfestation.
